EUROPE TO EAT BEANS. 
for Relief Overseas. 


(EXCLOSIVE DisPaTCH 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 17.—In the 
purchase of beans, which will be one 
of the largest items in the food 
relief for Burope, the United States 
will buy by far the largest amount 
from the California growers. Ralph 
Merritt, State Food Administrator 
of California, who is discussing State 
problems with the Food Administra- 
tion, is giving some attention to the 
relief of California bean growers. As 
part of his plan he has obtained 
an agreement that beans shall be 
purchased on the basis of stocks on 
hand. This means that 66 per cent. 
of the total order will go to Califor- 
nia and the rest scattered. Other 
bean growing States, like Michigan 
and Ohio, sold their crops early and 
have practically none on hand. There 
was a large production in Califor- 
nia and a reluctance to sell. 

Most of the government’s bean 
purchases will be for overseas use 
and will be part of the Allied food 
pool now being formed. Production 
of beans last year was more th 
double the normal yield and Mr. 
Merritt wante to see a market es- 
tablished before he goes to Europe 
to ald Herbert Hoover in the food 
relief of the world.

- TRUCE IN BASEBALL WAR. 


Representatives of Minors and Majors 
Meet Today to Sign Up. : 


NEW YORK, Jan. 17.—A week 
of conferences and joint sessiens 
here between major and minor 
league baseball club owners will be 
completed tomorrow, when a work- 
Ing agreement is signed by the Na- 
itional Commission for the two 
major organizations and a commit- 
tee representing the Nationa! Asso- 
3 of Minor Leagues to take 
the place of the national agreement 
abrogated by univergul consent. 

The minors will go their own way 
under control of their own national 
board of arbitration, which will have 
full jurisdiction until ita term of of- 
fice expires in 1921. There will be 
no more draft or optional agree- 
ments in the National Association 
and all players must be purchased 
by major and minor clubs from the 
minors for cash, all moneys and 
sales paper to pass throvgh Secre- 
tary John H. Farrell's office at Au- 
burn, N. T. 

At a special meeting of the Na- 
tional League today the recently- 
adopted salary limit of $11,000 per 
month for each club was declared to 
be insufficient. According to Presi- 
dent Heydler, the club owners agreed 
but just what it 
further 
than do say that it was satiafactorv 
to everybody interested. It was gen- 
erally understood, however, that a 
similar Mmit has been adopted by 
the American League, and that all 
the major league clubs will be bound 
by a gentleman’s agreement to ob- 
serve it, 

Many trades and deals were ru- 
mored during the week, but the only 
one that was consummated was a 


triangular exchange of layers in 
which the Boston, Washington and 
Detroit cmbse of the American 


League were interested. Boston gets 
Oscar Vitt from Detroit and Pitch- 
er Dumont from Washington. De- 
troit in return secures Pitcher Love, 
Catcher Ainsmith and Outflelder 
Shorten, and the Washington club 
gets Harold Janvrin, second 
man, from Boston. 

The minor league baseball club 
owners held a meeting lasting all 
day and up to a late hour tonight. 
At the afternoon session they de- 
cided to abolish the prattice of re- 
ceiving or releasing players under 
optional agreement. In future a 
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in class A, $500 in class B, $300 in 
class C and $100 in class D leagues. 
In future purchase and sale of play- 
ers will be in the open market, and 
cash must be paid in every transac- 
tion. 

New selected sale prices of players 
were adopted as follows: Class AA 
clubs must pay $1500 for class A 
players; class A, $1200 for B players; 
B, $750 for class C players, and C 
clubs, $500 for class D players. 

In drafting players, class AA clubs 
can only take one player from class 
A clubs, but there ig no restriction 
as to the number which league Gubs 
of lower classifications can draft. 
Higher classifications, however, have 
a right to purchase unlimitedly, as 
in the past, from clubs in lower 
classes. The drafting season Was an- 
nounced as from October 1 to 194, 


and no cancellations of draft will be 
allowed. 

In regard to player limits it was 
agreed that class AA clubs can Carry 
twenty-one on reserve, but only K- 
teen during the playing season, ef- 
fective the opening day wf the sea- 
son. Clubs in all other claseifica- 
tions will be allowed to have twenty- 
one on their reserve list, but class 
A clubs are to be limited to fifteen 
and class B fourteen and classes C 
and D thirteen players during the 
season. 

Another new rule was adopted re- 
garding classification, which will be 
governed by the last school census 
instead of the Federal census, After 
this arrangement the eastern league 
and Texas league will be in class A 
instead of B.

THEATERS FIGHT 
FRESH WAR TAX 


Doubling Impost on Tickets 
to be Opposed. 


Mason Operahouse Manager 
Starts Move Here. 


Wires Sent to Congressmen; 
Orpheum to Join. 


That the theater managers and 
producers of the country are organ- 
izing to protest against the pro 
governmental war-tax increase on 
tickets. was the statement made yes- 


terday by Will T. Wyatt, house man- 
ager of the Mason “perahouse, and 
ditector of a circuit of Southern 
California theaters. 

The ball was started rolling last 
evening at the Mason when, between 
the acts, Edward A. Smith, stage 
manager of the “Have 4&4 leart 
company, read a proclamation to the 
people from the Allied Theatrical 
Managers’ Association, a natignal or- 
ganization, protesting again the 
proposed move of the government 
to increase the war-tax rate ‘to 20 
per cent., instead of the existing 10, 
and asking the theater-goers to 
sign a petition of protest. 

In addition, telegrams were dis- 
patched by Mr. Wyatt to Representa- 
tive Cland Kitchin and Senators 
Phelan, Johnsen and Simmons, the 
latter a member of the Finance and 
Ways and Means committees of the 
Senate, requesting them to use their 
influence to stop the measure. 

“To increase the war tax on ad- 
missions to theaters to 20 per cent. 
would be ruinous to the theatrical 
profession,” he wired. “Even with 
the present tax of 10 per cent., the- 
aters are suffering beyond compre- 
hension. The theatrical profession 
as a whole throughout the war pe- 
riod assisted in raising more money 
than any other body of people. They 
are still willing to lend their as- 
sistance in every way. As one of the 
representatives of the theater busi- 
ness in Southern California, I earn- 
estly implore that you work against 
such a move. I know it would put 
many theaters out of business, caus- 
ing the discharge of hundreds of 
employees.” 

The revenue from the war tax 
on seats during the past year, Mr 
Wyatt said, has amounted to some- 
thing over $150,000,000. The theat- 
rical industry, he states, is the only 
one selected by the government for 


a double rate of taxation. 


The campaign will be started at 
the Orpheum probably tonight, ac- 
cording to William Hamillton Cline, 
assistant manager. Petitions for cir- 
culation among the audience have 
been sent to the printer. 

“It is an unfair thing te come on 
top of the handicap we have had 
during the winter, he said.

FIFTH LIBERTY LOAN. 

We know now that at least one more 
Liberty Loan is necessary. We have been 
told by the representative of the Treasury 
Department sent here for the purpose that 
the new loan is to be a populer ‘oan, 
whatever that may mean; we are informed 
that it is to be for as large a sum as the 
fourth loan, or $6,000,000,000, and that the 
same system is to be employed in placing 
this huge issue with the public.

sider the United States of America an ob- 
ject of his charity. “You are in the same 
position as any other borrower of money,” 
the bond drummer will be told. “You say 
the government must have funds. Very 
well; what are you paying?” And if the 
price is sufficiently high the government 
will get the money. If Uncle Sam offers 
a bond promising a fair income to investors 
the banks, moneyed institutions, insurance 
companies and large and small capitalists 
will be eager to buy it, without any plead- 
ing, bulldozing or agonizing. That

OOZE AND BRISBANE BUSTED. 

“The United States goes dry,” read the 
newspaper headlines, and one blinks in 
amazement at the news. Without blaring 
of bands, torchlight processions or street- 
corner orations for or against prohibition 
the thirty-eix States required, and a few 
more for good measure, acting through their 
State Legislatures, voted their approval of 
the prohibition amendnient to the Constitu- 
tion of the United States. It was submitted 
by Congress to the States in December, 
1917. Under the terms of the amendment 
the manufacture, sale and importation of 
intoxicating liquors must cease one year 
after ratification. Thus the amendment be- 
comes permanent United States law Janu- 
ary 16, 1920. 

Prohibition will in fact come on July 1 
next when the war-time measure prohibiting 
the manufacture and sale of intoxicating li- 
quors goes into effect to continue until army 
demobilization ig completed. It seems quite 
possible that the two kinds of prohibition 
will overlap, so that the demise of demon 
rum in this country may be dated June 30, 
1919. 


The first thirty-six Siates to ratify the 
amendment were Alabama, Arizona, Arkan- 
sas, California, Colorado, Delaware, Florida, 
Georgia, Idaho, Iowa, Illinois, Indiana, Kan- 
sas, Kentucky, Louisiana, Maine, Maryland, 
Mississippi, Massachusetts, Michigan, Mon- 
tana, New Hampshire, Nebraska, North Da- 
kota, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Oregon, 
South Carolina, South Dakota, Tennessee, 


Texas, Utah, Virginia, Washington, West 


Virginia and Missouri, total thirty-six. 

The brewers and distillers talk of fighting 
in the courts to keep alive their dying in- 
dustries, but they are wasting their time. 
The booze-makers are up against something 
new to their experience—the quiet, deter- 
mined will of the people. The booze crowd 
has always worked through political ward- 
heelers and gave away enthusiasm for their 
Cause in glasses over the bar and paid for 
red fire to secure the election of their 
friends to office. The day of that sort of 
thing has passed, and the “Big Tim” Sulll- 
vans and “Bath House John“ type of polit- 
ical leader have gone. A new era is here, 
and the brewers do not know how to handle 
a situation when men and women read the 
newspapers, think, and then vote to send 
schoolteachers, ministers and doctors to 
the Legislatures, and college professors are 
sent to the United States House of Repre- 
sentatives and Senate and to the White 
House. Thinkers and idealists armed with 


a thoroughgoing Americanism backed by 


facts and figures do not seem to warm up 
to red fire and to booze; but the brewers 
and distillers will doubtless, in their en- 
forced leisure, shake their heads in despair 
at their inability to understand what hit 
them. . 

It was this very inability to sense the 
times—their stupidity, if you will—that 
caused their defeat. There are millions of 
people in the United States who do not be- 
eve in prohibition. The voters who sent 
Jones or Brown to the Assembly did not ask 
him how he stood on prohibition, but at the 
last elections the voters did find out one 
thing—-whether or not the candidate was a 
100 per cent. American. If he was, he was 
elected, and it is that kind of men and 
women legislators who have been voting, 
with the full approval of their constituents, 
to make the nation dry. , 

When social psychologists study the facts 
in the case to find out why more than thirty- 
six States of the Union had voted on Janu- 
ary 16, 1919, te stop the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors the answer will 
not be far to seek. It will be found that 
the doom of booze was written the day the 
American public learned that the brewers 
were allied with Hearst, Brisbane, the Ger- 
man-American Alliance and other pro-Huns 
and anti-American institutions. The Amer. 
jean citizen is a fair man or woman. He 
knows that there are two sides to most 
questions—to prohibition, for instance—but 
he knows there are not two sides to pa- 
triotism. And the questions were asked: 
Are you for America or are you against 
this country? Are you a patriot or a patriot- 
eer, or a patriot on the front page to sell 
papers while editorially stabbing our allies 
in the back? Hearet had been found out 
as a petriot-cer, and when it became known. 
that the brewers had given Brisbane 5400, 
000 to secretly purchase the Washington 
Times the brewers’ goose was cooked. Over- 
board went the wet vs. dry issue, and the 
brewers became entangled on the wrong 
side of the Hearst vs. America question 
and there could be only one result. 

That the public was right in its judgment 
was shown by developments at the Senate 
subcommittee hearings when it was demon- 
strated how the brewers—now called the 
German brewers by the American public— 
had not alone loaned money to the hypocrit- 
seal Brisbane, writing prohibition editorials 
for the Examiner with one hand and taking 
the brewers’ money with the other—but had 
spent millions through Hearst's pet organ- 
ization, the German-American Alliance, in 
a futile effort to bribe American public 
opinion. Stupid brewers! Hearst might 
occasionally print the verses of the “Star 
Spangled Banner” in his papers and fran- 
tically wave the flag for a day or two, Bris 
bane might at times preach prohibition in 
the pages of the Los Angeles Examiner, 
hoping to land some church-gbing subscrib- 


‘ers, but they were fooling no one but them- 


selves. The alliance between beer, Bris- 
bane and Berlin, Hearst and the Huns was 
firmly fixed in the public minds. Boore 
was doomed. The brewers, accustomed to 
dealing with the “Fingy” Connorses in po- 
litical life, had naturally gone into the 
journalistic barrooms and allied themselves 
and their money with Hearst, associate of 
Holo Pasha and Von Bernstorff, the man of 
whom the Kaiser said, “Mr. Hearst has 
helped our cause very much;” and Hearst's 
man Friday Brisbane, part owner of the 
Milwaukee Leader, edited by his fellow- 
Socialist, Victor Berger, who stands convict- 
ed under the Espionage Act of disloyalty 
to the United States. 

The brewers and distillers have only 
themselves to blame for the wrecking of 
their business. Believing that dark-lantern 
vogue, they went 
into the subcellars and handed over money 
to journalistic outcasts in an attempt to 
debauch American public opinion. They 
vent down to @ quick defeat at the hands 
of an outraged public which had forgotten 
the merits or demerits of wine or beer per 
se and was thinking only of stamping out 
the pipe-line connection between this coun- 


try and German autocracy, with Hearst at 
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one end and the Kaiser at the other, the | 


Kaiser furnishing the ideas, Hearst the 
big type and the brewers the money. 


FOCH AND NAPOLEON. 

Napoleon was a prolific war maxim mak- 
er. His maxims number more than a hun- 
dred. Many of them are as true today as 
when they were made. 

“In war,” said Napoleon, “there is never 
more than one favorable moment. The 
great art is to seize it and use it well.” 

Foch seized the “favorable moment,” and 
in a month not only saved the situation, 
but turned the tables on the enemy. He 
“concentrated his troops and acted with 
energy., as Napoleon laid down. 

Common sense—the application of wis- 
dom to circumstances—-is Foch's maxim, as 
it was Napoleon's. Napoleon wrote: “Plans 
may be modified ad infinitum, according 
to circumstances, the genius of the gen- 
eral, the character of the troops and the 
features of the country.” 

Napoleon insisted upon the study of past 
campaigns. “The science of strategy,” he 
said, “is only to be acquired by experience 
and by studying the campaigns of all the 
great captains.” 

Foch has been a lifelong student of mill- 
tary history. In the spring he was acting 
up to Napoleon's dictum—"“the measure 
which is not profoundly meditated in all its 
details produces no result.“ When Foch 
was ready he “dared at the right moment.” 
For twenty years past Foch has been “pro- 


foundly meditating” the details of the strat- | 


egy which has given bim such signal suc- 
cess.— [London Answers 
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Oh, pardners, let us not forever 
discuss the war and what it cost; it 
is not wise or sane or clever—we're 
all convinced war was a frost. We'll 
have to turn our faces forward and 
think of things that should be done 
and not be always gazing warward 
or making faces at the Hun. When 
we are resting in the gloaming we 
may thrash out the facts once more, 
and give the Teut another combing 
and tell old tales of bones and gore.

INFLUENZA MYSTERY. 


A Story of American Heroism.

WASHINGTON (D. c) Jan 17.— 
An experiment which makes the 
transmission of influenza a more 
baffling mystery than ever and which 
at the same time places on record 
an act of self-sacrificing heroism by 
about one hundred naval volunteers 
has just been completed by officers 
of the United States Public Health 
Service co-operating with medical 
officers of the United States navy 

at Boston and San Francisco. 

As nearly everyone knows, scien- 
tists all over the world, in combat- 
ing the spread of influenza which is 
still going on, have proceeded on 
the assumption that it is transmitted 
chiefly by coughing and spitting. 
The theory bas been that the dis- 
eased mucus thrown out by these 
acts is filled with the germs of in- 
fluenza, which thus find lodgement in 
healthy tissue. All the experiments 
heretofore made seem to indicate 
strongly that influenza {fs transmit- 
ted in this way, and it is well ac- 
cepted that most other respiratory 
diseases are so carried. 

This latest experiment consisted 
in submitting the hundred men who 
volunteered for the purpose to every 
possible method of infection with in- 
fluenza germs through the nose and 
throat. These men risked their lives 
for the general good and for the ad- 
vancement of science. They went 
through a singularly trying and re- 
pulsive ordeal. They, and every 
else, believed that they were bein 
inoculated with the dread 
which is destroying millions of lives 
all over the world. Their heroism 
is fully equal to that displayed some 
years ago by the men of the Army 
Medical Corps who exposed them- 
selves in Cuba to the bites of mos- 
quitoes in order to determine finally 
whether yellow fever was 
ted by that insect. 

This astonishing negative result, 
which is the sensation of the day in 
scientific circles, should not tempt 
anyone to be careless in the matter 
of coughing and spitting or in ex- 
posing himself to infection by those 
acts. As officials of the Public 
Health Service point out, it may be 
that the germs of the disease dis- 
appear as soon as or immediately 
after the symptoms appear. Some- 
thing like this is true of other dis- 
eases. In measles, for example, it 


has been found that the germs which | 


cause the disease are all gone with- 
in five or six days after the appear- 
ance of the rash, and the case is no 
longer contagious. The discovery 
of this fact, which was made by An- 
derson and Goldberger of the Public 
Health Service only a few years aco, 
has led to shortening the quarantine 
period of measles by more than half. 

There can be no doubt but that 
these experiments at Boston and 
San Francisco were carried out with 
the utmost thoroughness. Lienten- 
ant-Commander Rosenau of the Navy 
Medical Corps and Surgeon Josevh 
Goldberger of the Public Health 
Service were the officers in charge 
of the Boston experiment. which 
was made at the quarantine station 
on Gallop Island. Forty-seven men 
were the subjects of this part of the 
experiment. All of them had been 
more or less exposed to the disease 
and thirty-nine of them had never 
had any bronchial disease. This 
means that some of them may*thave 
been naturally immune to influenza, 


‘but ft is not at all probable that all 


of them were. 

The first experiment consisted in 
tRoroughly infecting the noses of 
about ten of the men with cultures 
of Pfeiffer’s influenza bacillus—a 
virulent germ commonly found fn in- 
fluenza. None of the men developed 
any symptoms. The next form of 
the experiment was to take the se- 
cretions from the noses and throats 
of influenza patients and place them 
in the noses and throats of the vol- 
unteers by means of swabs and 
sprayg, The time occupied in re- 


moving the diseased mucus from a 
sick man and putting it into the 


nose or throat of a well man was 
reduced to as little as thirty sec 
onds. Yet none of the men so in- 
fected developed any symptoms of 
the disease. 

Determined that the tests should 
be exhaustive the doctors next sub- 
mitted a group of volunteers to in- 
fection by actual coughing and spit- 
ting. For this purpose ten volun- 
teers were selected and ten bed pa- 
tients who had recently come down 
with severe attacks of influenza. 
Fach of the volunteers leaned over 
the bed of each of the ten sick men, 
conversed with thent for a few min- 
utes and allowed the patient to 
cough directly in his face, so that 
there should be no doubt of a trans- 
mission of diseased tissue. Each 
volunteer was thus exposed to ten 
different cases of Influenza and was 
in close proximity with them for not 
less than three-quarters of an hour. 
Yet not one of these volunteers de- 
veloped any symptoms of influenza. 

The experiments in San Francisco, 
which were carried out under the dt 
rection of Surgeon G. W. Mecov of 
the Public Health Service and Lieut. 
De Wayne Richey of the United 
States Navy at the Angel Island 
quarantine station, were very simi- 
lar in method and in result. The 
men who volunteered for these ex- 
periments had been vaccinated with 
Pfeiffer’s influenza bacilli and pnéu- 
monla germs. If, as Eurooean re- 
ports would indicate, influenza is 
caused by an ultra-microscopic germ, 
such vaccination would be without 
protection to those so vaccinated. 
None of these men had been exposed 
to the inflrenza epidemic. 

In this experiment there was no 
direct exposure to patients, but the 
additional methods of infection were 
tried of im ſectine the blood of an in- 
fuenza patient into that of a volun- 
teer and of introducing the pure cul- 
tures of Influenza bacilli into a vol- 
unteer’s eye. Not one of these men 
developed influenza. 

The results of this experiment 
have left the medical world com- 
pletely bewildered.

Musn't Relax Vigi 
Fighting Epidemic. 


New Legislation Stopped by 
Councilmen’s Absence. 


“The man who knowingly exposes 
his neighbor to disease is worse than 
a robber or a thief.” said Health 
Commissioner Powers yesterday in 
commenting on the need for rigid 
observance of influenza quarantine 
regulations if the present rate of 
decrease in the number of cases is 


thirty deaths reported, compared to 
forty-one on Thursday. The number 
of new cases for the six days of 
the week was 32325, a decline of 309 
cases, compared to the first six days 
of the previous week. There were 
155 deaths this week, compared to 
125 deaths in the preceding week, 
Dr. Powers said.

ARCHITECT, ARRESTED, 
DENIES FRAUD CHARGE 


SALE. OF DESERT LAND IN ARI- 
ZONA MADE BASIS OF 
COMPLAINT. 


Arrested as he was leaving the 
residence of his mother and sister 
in Brentwood Park, 8. H. Woodruff, 
an architect, was taken into custody 
yesterday by Deputy United States 
Marshal Cavanaugh dnd Postoffice 
Inspector Webster. He is charged, 
together with James B. Girand, now 
under arrest at Phoenix, with using 
the mals to defrand in connection 
with the sale of 2827 acres of desert 
land along the Gila River east of 
Yuma to Francis M. Poole, of this 
city. Woodruff was held in $2500 
Hall and his preliminary examination 
set for January 29. Bond was fur- 
nished by Mrs. Daisy B. Coates and 
Miss Mildred L. Woodruff, a sister. 

According to Inspector Webster, 
Woodruff owned 4000 acres of des- 
ert land selections under the pro- 
visions of the Carey desert land law, 
and last fall entered into a contract 
to sell to Poole filings on 2872 acres, 
for which’ Poole was to pay $1 an 
acre. The money was put into es- 
crow with the Title Insurance and 
Trust Company of this city, under 
an arrangement by which it was to 
be pald over to Woodruff and Gir- 
and, when the filings had been re- 
ceived by the local Land Office in 
Phoenix. Nothing was said in the 
contract about the filings being ac- 
cepted. 

The fillings were recegved at the 
Phoenix office, but were “rejected” 
by Register J. L. Irvin and Receiv- 
er Scott White. The record shows, 
it ie sad, that the land was filed 
on October 17, 1918, that the re- 
jection slips were placed thereon 
the same day, and that on October 
21. notices were sent out by the 
Phoenix office that the filings had 
been rejected. 

The charge ts that Woodruff and 
Girand sold nothing of value te 
Poole. This charge ts emphatically 
denied by Woodruff, who says that 
his part of the transaction was en- 
tirely regular and legitimate and 
that he has correspondence which 
will plainly show this.
